A perusal of it shows that the extracts already 


sent by cable indicated very fairly its character. 
It is almost entirely devoted to descriptions of 
little incidents in the Queen's daily routine of life 
and to Brown.

Most 
truly does Walter Scoit say, ‘If thou wouldst view 
tair Meirose aright, go visit eil by the pale moon- 
light.’ It looks very ghost-iike, aud reminds me 
a little ot Holyrood Chapel. Another Lwenty 
minutes or halt hour brought us to Abbots- 
ord, the well known residence ol Sir 
‘alver Scott. It lies low and looks rather gloomy. 
They showed us the part oi the house in which 
Sir Walter lived, and all his rooms; his drawing 
room, with the same furniture aud carpet; the 
library, where we saw his MS. of ‘Ivanhve’ and 
several others of his novels and poems, in a beau- 
tiful handwriting with hardly any erasures, and 
other relies which Sir Walter had himself col- 
lected. Then his study, a small. dark room with 
u little turret, in Whichisa bust in bronze done 
from a cast taken after death of Sir Walter. In 
his study we saw his journal, in which 
Mr. Hope Scott asked me to write 
my name (which 1 felt it to be a presumption in 
me to do), as also the others. We went through 
some passages into two or three rooms, where 
were collected fine specimens of old armor, and 
where, in a glass case, are Sir Walter’s last 
clothes. We ended by going into the dining-room 
in which Sir Walter Scott died, where we took 


In September, 1869, the Queen visitea Invertros- 
sachs, and the entry in the journal for the 18t is 
as follows: 

“We got up at 7;30, breakfasted at 8, and at 8:80 
leit Balmoral with Louise, Beatrice and Jane 
Churchill (Brown is always, unless I mention to 
the contrary, on the box) for Ballatar.”

This solitude, the romance and wild 
loveliness of everything here, the absence of ho- 
tels and beggars, the independent, simple people 
who all speak Gaelic here, all make beloved Scot- 
land the proudest, finest country in the world. 
Then there is that beautiful heather which you do 
not see elsewhere. I prefer it greatly to 
Switzerland, magnificent and glorious as the 
poser? of that country is.” 

On Wednesday, September 8, she writes: “A 
very bad night from a violent attack of neuralgia 
in my leg. I only got up after 9, and could hardly 
walk or stand, but was otherwise not ill. I took 
a little, but very little, breakfast alone. I ro- 
mained at home reading, writing and resting on 
the sofa or in au arm ehair,”

BACCARAT. 


How it is Played—Isita Game of Chance 
. or Skill? 

Baccarat has been discussed in a London 
Police Court. The players are asked whether it is 
a game of skill or chance? They opine to the 
former view. Yet, if any mathematician were 
called, he would conclusively show that as re- 
gards the banker it is a game ot mixed skill and 
chance; but as regards the player, says Truth, 
a game of pure chance. To prove this, 
it is only necessary to explam what the game is. 
The banker sits at the middle of a lang table. 
The players sit to his right and left. The banker 
has six packs of cards before him all shuffled to- 
gether, He deals a card to the right, another to 
the left, and one to himself, all with their faces 
unexposed. Then he renews the operation. Tuus 
he has two cards, and the players right and left 
have two eards. His next step is to look at his 


two cards. Tens and eourt-yards count for noth— 
ing. It the pips on his two caids when added 
together make either eight or nine, he shows 
them. The players they look at their cards; 
Whicheyer side has neither eight nor nine pays 
the banker the amount staked. If one side has 
eight, and the banker bas nine. that side loses: 
one side has the same rr or nine, as 
the case may be—as the bauker, the coup is an- 
nuiled. If the banker has eight, and one or other 
side has nine, that side is patd by the banker. 
Here, therefore, we have a pure chance. It is 
exacilyeven betting whether the banker wius a 
stake from either side, or whether either 
side wins a stake from the bunker. II 
the banker, on locking at his cards, perceives 
that the pips, when added together, du not make 
eight or nine, he says, “I give cards.“ Each side 
one plaver on each side takes up the cards. aud 
represents all the players on that side) looks at 
the two cards dealt wit, Ifthe pips on the two 
cards make nine or eignt, the cards are shown, 
and that side wins.

A General Idea of How the Next 
Forty Days Will be Observed, 


Restaurant Keepers Say That the Sea- 
son of Abstinence Does Not Injure 
Them—Business Good at the Theaters 
—Fish and Flesh as Favorite Diets— 
Religious Services. 


The Lenten season, dedicated by the church to 
penitence and fasting, begins to-day, which is 
Known as Ash Wednesday, from the custom fol- 
lowed in Catholic churches, where, before the 
celebration of mass, the priests mark upon the 
foreheads of the laity the signof the cross in 
ashes, at the same time repeating the words in 


Latin: Remember, man, that dust thou art and 
unto dust thou shalt return.“ Besides the 
fast. which will de generally observed 
py Catholics, there will be special services during 

Lent in all the Catholic churches. In addition to 

the usual masses there will be on Sunday, 
Wednesday and Friday eveaings sermoas or in- 

structions with 1 aud benediction of the 
Blessed Saerament. The Stations or Way of the 
Cross will take the place of the rosary on Fridays. 
Missions wil! be held at St. Laurence O’Toole’s 
and St. Patrick’s churches. Fathers Meyer apd 
Charropin will preach the Sunday and Wednes- 
day evening sermony at the Churen of 
the Holy Angels. Special services will 
be hela today and throughout Lent 
at all the Episcopal churehes, The services 
at Christ Church to-day are set toril a. m. and 
4:30 p. m., and at 4:30 P. m. dally with addresses 

on Wednesday aud Friday aud Bible Class Mon-. 
day at 3:30 p. m. At Trinity there will be, to-day

HOW PEOPLE FAST. 

„Hou does the Lenten seasun affect business?“ 
a Post-DISPATUH reporter 2 thig morning 
of a promineut butcher in the Union Market, 

“That is all according to the kind of trade that 
& man does,” Was tue answer. Now I doa large 
Catholic trade and my sales fall off fully one- 
half during Levt. There are other butchers who 
do a Protestant trade to whom the season of ab- 
stinenee make but very little difference, if any. 
Outside of the Catholic Chureh only the Episeo- 
palians do uuy fasting, and they 
are, as a rule, by no means strict observers of 
what their church lays down. On the whole the 
sales of meat in the market fall eff about one- 
third during Lent.” 

At the fish stand on the southwest corner of the 
market a fishthonger halted in his labaro - 
ing eat-Hsh to inlorm the reporter that during the 
sacred season the sales of fish advance 50 per 
cent. 

“What kind of fish do the poor generally in- 
anise in?“ the reporter asked. 

„The poor eat the best of what is going, whetb- 
er it is Cheap or dear,” was the answer. The 
great fish staple during Lent is * buffalo. It 
costs 10 ceuts a pound, and you'd be astonished 
at how popular it is with some of our wealthiest 
citizens. The only thing to deprive it 
of its popularity with the wealthier elasses 
would be the discovery of some cheaper kind of 
fish. The more expensive kinds are bass, croppy 
red snapper, cat-fish, haddock, cod, and so on. 
Brook trout? No, there is no demand for them 
here. They are too expensive, I don’t believe they 
could be sold here just now at less than 61 to $1 50 
à pound, aud we have no customers who indulge 
in such high-priced luxuries, There would be a 
much greater increase in the sales of fish during 
Lent were it not for the fact that non-fasters who 
purchase fish pretty regularly outside of that sea- 
sop, abstain from it then because of the advance 
in price which arises trom the increased demand.“ 

AMONG THE RESTAURANTS. 

At a restaurant opposite the market it was 
learned that the bulk of business is not dimin- 
ished auring Lent, but that fully a third of the 
regular customers of the place abstain from the 
forbidden flesh and give fish and egg orders. The 
Leuten business is a profitable one for the res- 
taurant keeper,’ said the proprietor, Meat is 
the most expensive thing we handle. Take a 
thousand-pound bullock, By the time the butcher 
gets him his available bulk. is reduced to about 
609 pounds, which, say, is purchased by the res- 
taurant Keeper, who, as a matter of fact. finds 
that he is able to use only about 400 pounds of it, 
the rest being trimmed away. Now,a troutis a 
solid piece of food, which cuts up into siices 
without auß wastage, Kygsare also among the 
most proiitable articles of food that a caterer can 
handle. On the whole, the lenten season is quite 
à favorable one for our business.“ 

THK BHEATERS. 

„The amusement business does not suffer at all 
in Lent,” said Manager Norton, There is no 
doubt that many of our Catholic patrons abstain 
Irom the theater, but thers—1 don’t know where 
the supply comes from—fill their places. During 
the leuten season we have invariably done a bi 
business, and Il guess the next six weeks wil 
prove bo exception tothe rule, II is always di- 
rectly after Lent that the tali down in the amuse- 
ment business oceurs here. Why this should be 
50. 1 can’t tell, but it is so, neverieless,.”’ 

“Itisin Lent just as it is out of Lent.” said 
Manager Pope; “a good attraction draws good 
houses wud a poor attraction poor ones, The poor 
shows do worse than they usually do because, I 
believe, people excuse themselves from going to 
them on the ground of religious scruples, which 
are not regarded when something really good is 
to be seen. In purely Catholle countries there Is, 
during Leut. a great falling off in amuseitents,but 
the population of our American cities is thorough- 
ly cosmopolitan, and that may help supply an ex- 
planation of the fact I have stated, It woula seem 
that small audiences should be the rule during 
Lent, because the Catholics ana Episcopali.ns 
ate the drama’s most generous supporters, and 
almost all the other religious denominations do 
not care for that Kind of amusement. The fact, 
hewever, is otherwise.“

The City Hospital and Professional 
Nurses—Pay Patients at the Insane 
Asylum — New Methods of Street 
Sprinkling—Building Inspection—City

The Cable Railroad bill passed the House of 
Delegates last night, and the Northern Central 
Railway bill passed the Council. The first-named 
bill is not as familiar to the public as the latter, 
but the latter has made nuch more progress and 
is in a better condition for passage than the Cable 
Railroad bill. As it passed the House | ast night, 
the Cable Railroad bill is simply this: It provides 
for the construction of a cable railroad, giving 4 
fifty-year franchise for the operation of the same, 
beginning at the intersection of Laclede avenue 
and King’s Highway (Forest Park), eastwardly 
along Laclede avenue to Grand, north en Grand 
to Chestnut street, eastwardly along Chestout to 
Twentieth street, north on Twentieth to Pine, 
east on Pive to Thirteenth, north on Thirteenth 
to Locust, and east on Locust to Fifth, with this 
provision: That if the company can secure the use 


of the Missouri Railway Co.’s tracks on Chestuut 
street from Twentieth street eastwardjy, they 

e gtven permission to use that street as far as 

ourth street, he company is to use a double 
track on all these streets; shall bulid the road 
within one pose from the paseage of the ordi- 
nance; shall construct a depot at the western ter- 
minus; shallrun its carsata rate of speed not 
less than six and not more than ten miles per 
hour; shall keep the spaces between the tracks 
paved and clean; shall grade Laclede avenue, 
and shall after five years pay into the city treas- 
ury every vear 4 sum representing two and a 
half per cent, of its gross 1 hese provis- 
ions will no doubt be considerably altered by the 

Youncil, which will give the bill its first reading 
next Frlday evening. 

THE NORTHERN CENTRAL RAILWAY BILL

THE CITY HOSPITAL AND PROFESSIONAL NURSES. 

Some time ago application was made at the 
Health Department by the managers of the 
Nurses’ Training School for permissien to intro- 
duese a number of women into the City Hospital 
for the purpose of receiving a training there as 
nurses, the idea being to educate the women by 
lectures at the hospital clinics and to give them 
preston! 2 in the art of nursing at the 
10spital. The idea was looked upon ver i favora- 
bly by Dr. Dean, superintendeyt of the hospital, 
who, with other leading members of the medical 

rofession. is aware of both the necessity and the 

ack of skilled nurses in this city. The Health 
Commissioner was compelled to refuse the privi- 
lege asked by the managers of this new train- 
ing school, as an ordinance now 
in existence provides that no one au be received 
into or employed at the hospital as a nurse un- 
less he or she has been a resident of the city of 
St. Louis for more than two years preceding the 
date of application for admission. his of course 
barred the entrance of the professional nurse 
whom the managers had secured zin the Bellevue 
hospital, New York, to take charge of the ladies 
here desiring to learn the art. To overgome tiie 
obsiacle thus presented. however, the Health 
Commissioner assisted in the preparation of an 
ordinance authorizing him to admit into the city 
bospital without pay the pupils of the St. Louis 
Training School for Nurses. Mr. Vastine intro- 
duced this bill in the Couneil last night, and after 
it has passed and become a law the Training. 
School will go into operation. 
PAY-PATIENTS AT THE INSANE ASYLUM, 

Another bill prepared by the Health Commis- 
sioner and introduced in the Counell last night is 
one to settle the question of exacting pay from 
those patients at the Insane Asylum who are not 
paupers. Mr. Bell, the City Counselor, in an 
opinion recently given, held that the lnsane Asy- 
lum was a charitable iustitution, and that, con- 
sequeutiy, no money could be received from pa- 
tieuls aud no pay-patients received. Gen, Steven- 
son, the Heaith Commissioner, differed with Mr. 
Belion this point, and, in order to avoid an 
trouble that might be incurred, prepared the bill 
in question, which provides that the Health 
Commissioner may admit insane patients 
to the asylum upon terms of payment 
to be fixea by the Board of Health. “The object 
of the bill.” said Gen. Stevenson this morning, 
“is to secure to the city some sort of paymen 
from the patients at the Insane Asyium who can 
afford to pay. Itake it that the Asyium ts not 
Sirietly a charitable institution. The eity is willing 
and dyes take care of indigent insape people, but 
there is a large Classof insane persons Who are 
not indigent and who yet are not wealthy enough 
to seek the comforts of a private asylum, They 
1 ne to pay something for their keeping and 
tréatment, and I don't see any good sense in the 
city’s shutting its treasury agaist the receipt of 
such money. It is perfectly proper that people 
who can should pay, and 4 order to secure to the

A confidential 
letter sent by LrvINGSTONE to all the rail- 
road men who are to be let into the secret 
goes into the detailsof the planof opera- 
tions and notifies the recipient of his pro 
rata of the amount to be contributed. The 
San Francisco Chronicle has obtained and 
published copies of these missives, and says 
the amounts contributed by the assessed par- 
ties in that city indicate that a fund of $10,- 


000,000 is tobe raised right away and ex- 


pended in manipulating the elections of 1884. 
This fund, as the contidential letter explains, 
is to be a secret service fund, intrusted 
to an executive commitiee, and by them 


expended under the seal of secrecy so 


that the bribery of officials, judges, 
politicians and newspapers cannot be ex- 
posed, though the secret agents of the com- 
bination swarm about every seat of power.

THE MARDI GRAS EXOTIC. 

Can any one explain how the Mardi Gras 
fever came to strike St. Louis? When St. 
Louis was really a French Catholic town it 
had no thought of Mardi Gras. Its people 
realized that any attempt at open air fes- 
tivities in this climate in February would be 
absurd, and wisely, contented themselves 
with such modest observance of the day as 
was signalized by eating the traditional pan- 
cake. 

But now that St. Louis is a big city, with 
no possible connection whatever with any 
Mardi Gras idea, the idea breaks out like an 
eruption. Our streets are filled with boys 
and girls and tin horns, open air masquerad- 
ing is attempted, and the hoodlums and the 
harlots of the town try to recall the satur- 
nalian origin of the carnival by their mode of 
celebration. 

There is no question about the kind of a 
celebration that would take place here if the 
authorities allowed unrestrained indulgence 
in street masquerading, or permitted the 
proposed celebrations of Mardi Gras. The 
carnival would be, in reportorial language, a 
carnival of vice and crime. Chief of Police 
HARRIGAN used his authority to shut down 
on the proposed ball of the notorious bad 
characters, and he has the approval of all 
decent people in stamping out a noxious and 
nasty exotic. 


THE DRAIN OF GOLD. 

Ir is very easy to start a speculative 
excitement in Wall Street. The gold 
excitement now prevailing there rests on a 
ridiculously small foundation. Our ex- 
changes have reached a status favorable to 
gold shipments, and some have occurred. 
The banks, in pursuance of their war upon 
silver, have seized the opportunity to hoard 
gold in anticipation, ana to work up a pre- 
mium thereon. Wall Street, of course, is 
bound to discount the effect of all this in 
that wild way which sometimes causes mill- 
ions to change hands on a groundless rumor, 
The simple fact is that we have been 
for years receiving gold from abroad and 
keeping the immense out-put of our mines 
at home, until there is a redundancy of that 
metal glutting our treasure vaults and mar- 
kets, and, the season having arrived for a lull 
inthe shipment of other exports, there is 
necessarily an export movement of gold to 
Settle some small balances against us. But 
we see no reason for anticipating that this 
movement will continue long or amount to a 
serious drain. With the supply of gold now

It will promote the stability 
and augment the values of railway shares and 
securities by methodicaliy and persistently work- 
ing to accomplish the following purposes: 

1. To minimize, and, as far as possible, pre- 
ve nt the interference of irresponsible State offi- 


by the necessities of competition, on the ground 
that such regulation aud management were orig- 
inally conferred by law upon boards of directors, 
elected by and responsible to the shareholder, 
whose property they administered, the same in 
absolute justice ought not to be, and, under the 
higher law of the Constitution, cannot rightfully 
be, transferred to Government officials unless the 
property is purchased by the Government. 

2. The repeal of all laws taxing the income of 
railways, in all cases where their property is also 
subject to taxation, for the reason that the bur- 
dens such statutes impose upon the facilities tor 
locomotion and transportation created by them 
are not only oppressive to the public, but, as un- 
justly discriminating against railway property, 
they are an infringement upon the rights guaran- 
teed by the Constitution, and ought, therefore, to 
be repealed or declared void. 

3. The change of the present system of assess- 
ment in several States, by which railway property 
is practically left to the varying decisions of 
township or municipal assessors, who, in many 
cases, subject railways to a burden relatively 
heavier than that imposed upon any other prop- 
erty subject to local taxation; and the enactinent 
of just laws, so that the taxation of the raijiroads 
shall be equalized with that actually borne by all 
other classes of property. 

4. The alteration of the laws relating to compen- 
sation for railway accidents, so that some limit 
may be imposed upon the practice of awarding 
ruinous amounts against railroad companiss for 
alleged injuries to persons, and some equitabie 
proportion be established as between fares, often 
ot a few cents, and compensation of many thou- 
sand dollars. 

5. The repeal of the so-called free rajiroad 
laws, which, permitting a few persons, irre- 
spective of public requirement, to jconstruct rail- 
roads wherever they please, that is sometimes 
done, as recent events have shown, for the il- 
legitimate purpose of coercing the owners of 
parallel roads to purchase their lines. Hence 
the enactment of laws preventing the granting 
of apy rallway char ter except upon full investl- 
gation showing the necessity of such parallel 
railway is urgently required for the protection of 
the capital invested in such existing roads as are 
fully competent to perform the transportation 
service of the country. | 

6. To oppose the assumption by Congress of any 
right of jurisdiction over the railroads on the 
ground that the constitutional clause deeciaring 
that Congress shall regulate commerce with 
foreign nations and among the several States 
was hever designed to confer power to interfere 
with the business of railroads any more than 
with that of a pedaler’s wagon plying betweea 
two States. The exercise of such power would

Where the Readers of the Post-Dispatch

ST. Louis, Mo., February 26, 1884. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

If the late extraordinary decision of our Su- 
preme Court in regard to the reconstruction of 
streets with granite, etc., stands, and the 
present temper of the Municipal Assembly and 
Board of Public Improvements continues, real 
estate owners are bound hand and foot without 
the remotest power to protect themselves against 
the reconstruction of the streets as often as the 
City Government may determine it shall be done, 


though tbat should be every twelve months. Nor 
can they virtually say of what material the work 
shall be made, or what price shall be paid for the 
work, however badly that work may be done. Al 
they have to do 18 to foot the bills as often as they 
may be presented, or let their property be sold in 
default of sucha payment. 

It iy unnecessary to remind you how Instru- 
mental the press of St. Louis has been in bringing 
this condition of things about, and how conspicu- 
ously prominent your journal has been in this re- 


gard. 

Aamitting that you and your confreres have 
been honest in your aavocacy of these measures, 
then it is due to yourself that that portion of your 
constituency who have to bear the burden of the 
enormous cost of this reconstruction—Dbeing them- 
selves helpless—shall be protected by the press 
froin the indescretion gand extravagance, if pot 
corruption. of the city officials and others, who 
have control of the legisiation, administration, 
and the execution of this work, which, as al- 
ready designed, is to cost at least $20,000,000, and 
which in the end wijl no doubt run up to §$0,000,- 
000 that will have to be paid by only afraction o 
this community.

Waaconr Mounp, N. M., February 23,—This 
beautiful country from which we write is in many 
respects comparatively unknown to many in the 
East, and others who have perhaps been made 
aware of its existence through the avenues of 
trade are entirely unaware of what its attributes 
of wealth consist of other than its enormous 
bodies of mineral.

The country ten miles south and as far north of 
Wagon Mound has denser grass and more luxur- 
iant growth than in many parts of the territory, 
This may be readily accounted for by the spur of 
mountains which taper off into low hilis to the 
east and wuich inflUueuce the rains. 
The rasses are the grainma 
aud  biue-joint. The latter forms 
2 heavy sod and will drive out the gramma. Blue 
joint makes a superior hay, far better than many 
cultivated grasses. 

The country cast and west of Wagon Mound has 
one great essential to the stock grower or farmer, 
and that is, ample timber-—-piue, cedar, pion, 
mosquite and ecoitenwood—to afford a sufficient 
quantity for farm use, fencing aud fuel, and also 
good winter shelter for stock, which cannot be 
said of the more oven country, where cattle are 
frequently driven by storms, many perishing; the 
numerous canyous also afford a great protection. 
Tuere does not seem to be much of an opening 
for poor men wi. here, but for those who want 

ASMALL STUCK RANCH, 
and have a few tuousand dollars to invest, there 
is 8 magnificent opportunity. 

It is true the land is on the old Mora grant, 
which is a drawback, but still good ranges can 
be secured with good waters if the right kiud of 
energy is — The large cattle companies 
now monopolize the business almost, but the 
sooner the small rauchmen appear and put in 
their bid fora share in this profitable industry 
the better it will be for the country and the towus 
along the line, 

Cattle can be raised, it is said, at an expense of 
from 50 cents to $2 per head per annum, and a

Tiere is no other trade represented—not even a 
physician nearer than twenty-five miles, and no 
drug store—which is a good indication of the gen- 
eral heaithfulness of the locality. 

Trude comes from seventy-five to eighty-five 
miles io the east to Wagon Mound, and at least 
twenty-five miles west. The Ocate Valiey 1s 
tributary, and there is considerable agricultural 
couutry in the valley, whichis well settled by 
uative farmers. 

The town has, perhaps, 250 population, a Cath- 
olic and a Methodist Cuurch, a youd school, and, 
in beauty of scenery and delightfulness of climate, 
vies witli any location in the territory.

tion with such Eastern markets as St. Louis, 
Kausas City and Chicago, have a ready outlet for 
siock aud wool. 

A VALUABLE CEMENT ROCK 

has been found near to Wagon Mound in ap- 
parently inexhaustibie quantities. Ii is vow deing 
thoroughly tested by experts, and there seems to 
be no reason to doubt thatit is a valuable dis- 
covery. There will, of course, be opportunities 
for cement works to be established, and 
the similarity to the famous Louisville cement 
will give it a world-wide reputation. 

There is every indication of extensive coal 
fieids existing about seven to teu miles west. 
Much surface coal has been found,pure, free from 
shale or slate and harder tnan the ordinary bitu- 
miuous coal. There have been no shafts put 
down and it yet remains for some one with ihe 
energy, push and cash, to obtain the lands and 

the basis of a fortune in coal mining. 

t is far better that the iinmigrants comin 
New Mexico should be men of 
means, having the stamp of intel 
geuce and industry upou their bros, 
than that more large capitalists, who are only ab- 
surbents, and not disiribulors, and who tend tw 
produce monopoly, which does not materially add 
to the country’s prosperity, but rather tends to 
frighten away the men of honest hearts, brawuy 
muscles and good sense, but limited capital, 

Then, again, it has become a matter of vital ne- 
Cessity that a final adjudication of the land grants 
be made so that parties purchasing property in 
the territory — ao so Without having a shadow 
rest upon their titles. 

Wagon Mound has of course been somewhat re- 
tarded in her growth by these things, but still, 
with the pluck of her people added to the eligi- 
bility of her location, there seem to be no reasons 
strong enough to prevent her tuture growth or 
overshadow her prosperity.

Dr. C. C. Graham, the centenarian father- 
in-law of Senator-elect Hiackburn of Ken- 
tucky, writes the Courier-Journal: “Fully fif- 
ty years ago I gave notice in Amos Kendall's 


Argus, at Frankfort, that this flood, with 


those previous and to come, would take 


place, and I told the peopie how to buiid 


their houses cheaply on the low ground of 
the Ohio, as well as other streams; to move 
outin high water and to go back when low. 
The cause of such destructive floods (all at 
the hands of man) was given in detail and re- 

ublished a few years ago in The Courier- 

ournal,in which I predicted that ali the 
Jowlands in Louisiana and New Orieans, 
without greater caution, will be swept like 
chaff tothe great deep, the rendezvous of 
the world’s waters, should all the waters of 
the upper streams rise at once. But littie 
over one hundred’ years ago the vast region 
from the Cumberiaud Mountains to the 
Pacific Ocean was a tangied forest, where 
the sunlignt, a flake of snow, or a drop of 
light showers never reached the earth, and 
when and where never a drop ef the heav- 
iest rains ever ran from the steepest hillsides. 
The millions of rotting logs and limbs and 
roots of trees made thousands of little ponds 
to detain the water, while loose leaves to the 
depth of a foot covered the loamy earth that 
absorbed the water and filtered it slowly 
into springs that theu lasted all the year, 
keeping the countless millions of the Ohio 
rivulets about the same, clear and cool ail 
the year. Since the forest has all been 
cleared away and the earth exposed to the 
direct rays of the sun (the sources of eiec- 
tricity), thestorms that uproot trees and de- 
molish towns must, from the constitution 
and course of nature, be expected. The cool 
and moist earth quickly conducted the elec- 
tricity off, and it must be seen that then not 
a drop of Water rau from our steepest hill- 
sides, and now as every drop rushes, as from 
the root of a house, into the Ohio, it must 
suddenly rise to a great height, as now it has 
but ashort time to discharge its water, 
whereas it once had all the year, Was hever 
muddy, and at no season varied much. 1 
told in the article spoken of how the change 
of climate (at the hands of man) had in- 
fluenced the animal kingdom, as well as the 
vegetable, new complaints, loss of fruit, 
etc. And now I caution parents to guard 
themselves, as well as their children, against 
this mephitic atmosphere, saturated with 
earbon, smoke, and frigid humidity, rheu- 
mato-catarrhal weather more dangerous to 
life than the flood itself, as seen by the num- 
bers daily swept away by pneumonia. lam 
not well, but sympathy for the suffering has 
induced me to dend this to you, and I bope 
that you will from the same kind motives 
give it to your readers.”

Westminster Abbey.

Many, even among Londoners are unaware. 
that one of the weirdest relics of “pomp and 
vanity” in connection with the grandeurs of 
the past lurks ina recondite corner of West- 
minster Abbey—in an eyrie up a winding 
stair, triple veiled with dust, defended by a 
low door of venerable oak. In Pope's 
Life of Seth Ward” we find the facts re- 
corded that “ Tis the custom of the servants 
of thechurch on ail holidays to show the 
tomb and the effigies of our sovereigns to the 
meaner sort at a toll of 2 ary per person,” 
and a brave sight it must have been to look 
on. “Henry . and his fair queen, Henry 
V. and the noble Prince Henry, King James’ 
eldest son, and James and beth and 
Anne, all in the chapel, done in wax, clad in 
their own garments, as they lived.” And 
these oid world royal phantoms are there 
still, visible to the inquiring and practical 
eyé of the adventurous expiorer of the nine- 
teenth century? Not at all, alas; for the 
wax, silks, and velvets are perishable sub- 
stances, and Father Time has scant respect 
even for regal perwigs and farthingales. It 
is sad to have chronicled that there exists, 
hidden away under the antique abbey roof, 
a certain vast cuphoard, as cluse locked as 
Fatima’s blue chamber, whose ancient and 
wormworn door conceals a veritable Gol- 
gotha, to wit, the straw stuffed body of Ed- 
ward III., half clad in moldering rags, his 
whilom beauteous queen with battered pate, 
andjiilustrious Elizabeth of York with naught 
save a ruff to cover her, and half a hundred 
gruesome things besides. 

Such of these figures as still remain more 
or less erect (eleven in all) are rickety, and 
need a friendly prop; and yet they are 
wondrously fresh, considering their tale of 
years and all the Loudon fogs that have en- 
Wrapped them. Charles II.— What we can 
see of him through a glass plentifully 
scrawled with the names of visitors—looks 
debonnaire enough, if wan, for one who was 
nothing if not merry. 

Ip George III. 's time (1754) the figures of 
William III., Mary, and Anne are deseribed 
in a local chrovicle as the gems of the col- 
lection, “greatly admired by every eye that 
beholds them;“ and they are worthy of ad- 
miration still, Anne is conspicuous for 
gaudy attire and a redundancy of paste 

eweis, the meretricious effect being relieved 

y the magnificence of a pair of lace sleeves, 
into the favric of which the royal arms of 
England have been introduced. William 
looks as saturnine as might be expected, and 
turns away in seeming pettishness from the 
wife he loved so well; nor can his displeasure 

in any way quite justified, for Mary, if 
the least steady and dignified of the aistin- 
guished company, has propped herself with 
becoming caution in the augle of her press, 
and seems in no present danger of falling on 
her face. Not so Lord Chatham, the “great 
commoner,” who is in a shamefuily tottering 
and imbecile condition, with periwig awry 
ankles bent, and, though one may recall to 
memory the fact that he was a martyr to the 
gout, yet it isa pleasant ‘relief to find that 
this figure is a spurious one, having been 
mannfactured on the premises in 1779, the 
popularity of the distinguished statesman 
rendering it possible to raise the exhibition 
fee by his mimic presence from 3 to 6 pence, 
for tue benefit of the minor canons and lay 
vicars. The guide book of 1783 observes: 
ne eagerness of connoisseurs and artists 
to view this figure, which has been intro- 
duced at considerable expense, and the satis- 
faction it affords, justly place it among the 
first of the kind ever seen in this or any 
other country.“ Well, it must be admitted 
that the earl of Chatham makes but a poor 
show now, no finer a one than that of great 
Queen Bess, close at hand, whose plastie 
representative is mentioned by Dryden as 
having perished in his time. The present 
figure stood in King Henry VII.’s chapel so 
late as 1783, and is probably the one which 
was specially fashioned by order of the 
chapter to commemorate the bicentenary of 
the collegiate church in 1760. At any rate 
the present Queen Bess isa fraud of deepest 
dye, fit only to fright babes withal. The 
phantom of Nelson—who, cheek by jowl, 
stands poised upon one toe—is chiefly re- 
markable for an accurate portrayal of his 
diminutive size, and for the breeches and 
vest of white cloth, whichare his own. So, 
it may be presumed, is his hat, for it was 
borrowed and used by Maclise, R. A., when 
at work on his fresco in the Parliment house 
hard by. The original and identical coat 
worn by the hero at Trafalgar is, as all the 
world knows, one of the most sacred relics: 
of Greenwich Hospital; but this hat and 
these breeches, to say nothing of sundry 
age medais and other decorations, may also 

e looked upon without suspicion, and treat- 
ed with respect accordingly.

Last 
Saturday night Roger Woods of St. Louis found 
it necessary to fluurish a large knife in the pit to 
prevent the mob from using violence towards him- 
self and some of his triends, such disgraceful 
scenes being of very frequent occurrence among 
the class of alleged sports that visit the East 8. 
Louis cock piis. Numerous witnesses 
were examined by the Grand Jury 
on the subject yesterday. Among tue gentlemen 
into whose cases the Grand Jury are looking 
for participating in cock fights are Michael J. 
Waish, Fred. Hinze, Edward Wallace, R. B. Lyun, 
Joseph L. Draggon,Joseph Heim, V. B. 9 
Dan Hanni fan, two of the Hurieys, and severa 
equally prominent men, whose names could not 
be ascertained. The keepers of gambling houses 
are also receiving some attention, among 
them L. E. Walrath. agent for the 
St. John estate, Mrs. Witlhich, Frank and Mary 
Lovingston, Daniel Halessey, Mr, Sage and at 
least four other residents of the Island. The 
fight agaiust gambling has been taken up by the 
authorities of the county and will be prosecuted 
as long as gambling in any form, cock-fichting or 
dog-fighting is indulged in on this side of the 


river.

PERTURBED MATRONS. 


Mrs. Paramore's Death Causing 
Grave Domestic Disquietude, 


ee 
A Desire for the Facts in the Case— 
Medical Authorities Who Disagree—A 
Theory That Death Was Caused by 
Narcotic Poisoning. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In view of the great interest felt by all classes 
in the late Mrs. Paramore and the circumstances 
of her untimely death, would it be an impertinence 
to ask. or unprofessional for the physicians in 
charge to give. such details of the case as would 
teach the old. and act as a warning to the younger 
and expectant mother? A MOTHER. 
The above letter, one of a large number received 
on the subject of the late Mrs. Paramore’s death, 
seeming to contain à practical suggestion, a Post- 
DISPATCA reporter submitted its contents to 
some well known physicians, with a view to as- 
certaining to what extent au alleged panic pre- 
wails among expectant mothers, and the best 
means of allaying the feeling of disquietude. 
The first medical gentleman to whom the lady’s 
suggestion was submitted was 
DR. LAIDLEY, 
who very promptly decided against it. He said: 
“I think that the least said about the matter the 
better. It is undoubtedly true that the 
publication of the alleged causes which 
led to Mrs. Paramore's uniortunate end has 
caused considerable excitement among young 
married women who are expecting to become 
mothers. but 1 think that any further publicity 
would only add to it. As a matter of fact, the 
facts in the case in question have notas yet been 
correctly stated.” 

“And the lady seems to think that if the public 
understood them benefit would result?” - 
„It would not. Tue best thing to dois to let 
the matter drop. Now, I have been informed 
that the unfortunate lady was notin any way to 
be blamed for the fatal termination of her sick- 
ness. The exertion entaileu by writing those let- 
ters may certaluly have done Mrs. Paramore 
some harm, but certainly that indiscretion was 
not the cause of her death. Her case was purely 
and simply one of puerperal fever. What caused 
it, no one can tell any more than the reason can 
be revealed why this one has the small-pox, or 
that one the typhoid fever, and so forth.” 
“The house the Paramores lived in was a new 
one. Might there possibly have been predispos- 
ing causes arising from the locality?” 
“Not at all. Puerperal fever is not the result of 
malaria. In the case in point it arose no one 
cap tell how. It existed from the beginning of 
the case and lasted uutil death ensued. Very of- 
ten deaths are put down as duetothis cause 
which really are simple cases of Dlood-poisonine. 
Mrs. Paramore's case, however, was a clear and 
undoubted case of puerperal fever, and all stories 
to the contrary are unirue and should be treat 
accordingly. There was no mismanagement of 
auy kind. No, sir, there is not an epidemic of 
puerperal fever.” 
Did not a Mrs. Little die of it recently?” 
“Yes, that was another case wiere the feyer as- 
serted itself ana claimed its vic- 
tim. There is nothing more to say 
about the case than that. No midwife was in a- 
tendance, so that there Was no ground for sup- 
posing that the disease had been imported from 
another sick bed.”

Who said: 
All such cases provide subjects worthy of 
study by professional men, but the layman can- 
not profit by being supplied with details which he 
is not able, by lack of proper education and ex 
perience, to understand, The publication of the 
history of Mrs. Paramore’s case would do the 
public no good whatever.“ 
“She died of puerperal fever, did she not?” 
“No, sir. She died of an embolism,” 
„That means the arrest of the heart’s action by 
a blood clot, does it not? How was this caused?“ 
“It was the result of an accident.” 
“What was the nature of the accident?” 
“It was an accident arising from the patient’s 
puerperal condition?” 
“It is said that there is aregular panic among 
married ladies at present in an interesting condi- 
tion in consequence of Mrs. Paramore’s sad end?“ 
“If there is, it has no foundation. There is as 
little mortality attaching to confinement cases 
DOW as at any other time.“ 
A third dissenting opinion was supplled by 
Dk. BOISLINIERE 

who said; 
“The real reason for Mrs. Paramore’s sickngss 
and death is to be found in the malarious nature 
of the ground upon which the residence stood in 
which she resided. 1 understand that it was 
built upon made ground—all sorts of. rubbish 
which had been used to fill up the lot, which pre- 
viously, I learned, was nothing but a stagnant 
malarious pond. The pond was there still, even 
if it was covered up with aepris of one kind and 
another, and it still sent forth the malaria 
which, by capillary attraction, were drawn up 
through the walls of the house and distributed 
through its rooms, conveying death io the unfort- 
unate lady. I have heard another story of her 
death which has never been published. Dr. 
Maughs, who was calied in about twenty minutes 
previous to Mrs. Para more's death, stated subse- 
quently that. when he saw the lady, she was thor- 
oughly narcotizea, and that, if she had not died 
of other causes, she would have died of narcotic 
poisoning.” 

“That is startling.” 


“Dr. Maughs’ report was to the effect that when 
he saw her she was breathing at the rate of ten 
inspirations per minute, which clearly indicated 
narcotic poisoning. Had she been suffering from 
puerperal fever, her respiration would have been 
at the rate of forty to fifty a minute, The hus- 
band, Mr. Fred. W. Paramore, stated that his 
wife had taken twenty-one graius of morphine, 
whieh, gf course, was a fatal dose. I was not 
in aitendance on the case, but 1 have 
been called in since to attend to the baby 
which, I am afraid, will not live. The baby is 
very weak. As a matierof fact it has been 
starved to death. No wet nurse was got until to- 
day, the child being fed upon condensed milk. 
To-day it had convuisions, which were simply the 
result of lack of nutrition. It takes the breast- 
milk now, however, and possibiy it may pull 
through. hy the by, th® young husband has 
broken up housekeeping and gone to live again 
with the old folks at their home on Sixteeuth 
street and Lucas place.“ 

Have, vou heard that Mrs. Paramore’s case 
has caused considerable disquietude among pros- 
pective matrons in this city?’ 

“Not particularly so. I have seen several such 
since who have discussed the matter freely, and 
without any appearance of alarm. Still it is very 
easy to create such a feeling, and care should be 
takea only to publish the facts in the case.“

The humor whicn is some- 
thing of an apocryphal nature,is furnished 
by an Indian chief and Lis reiinue of Samoset 
redskius and by the somewhat free use of love 
elixir under the supposi ion that it was whisky. 
In the third and last act the scene changed to the 
historic Delaware and the still more historic 
crossing of it by Washington. Marion is now 
disguised as a British vivandiere and she is 
finally rescued by her lover just as she is about 
to be carried off by the Iudians, Hessians and 
British. The actends with allegory, procession 
and “Yankee Doodle.“ The libretto of this 
opera is by Leo Goldmark and the 
music by Ludwig Englander. It is mainly pro- 
cessional aud marchy, but there are several num- 
bers lu it that are vigorously tuneful and ingea- 
iously not.
